NEW GERMAN MOVE 


Military Strength To' 
Be Stabilised 


djAN OFFER TO POWERS 


London, ‘Nov, 27. 
A new departure [In German 
armaments, not yet been disclosed, 
is the subject of much speculation 
behind the scenes in general 
diplomatic quarters, states the 
diplomatic correspondent of the 

Observer. ‘ _ 


It has become known, he. says, that 
Germany is contemplating an offer 
In the spring, for the stabilisation of 
millary’ strength ‘on “a basis of 
equality. More precisely, ‘what 1t 
contemplates: is a proposal thdt the 
present strength of the German army 
and alr force be ‘accepted by the 
four western Powers as the maximum, 
which none of those Powers. shall 
exceed, and Germany’ will undertake 
not to add to her. present ‘strength 
and will agree to Britain and France, 
It they wish, each building to the 
German strength. 5 


Tt will then be suggested that the 
ispirit, of goodwill, such as.was the 
motive of the German offer to cause 
appeasement, be carried a step fur- 
ther by an offer of colonics to Ger- 
many. : : 


The correspondent says that such 
an offer would be welcomed by 
Britain ond France os a basis of dls- 
cussion, but cynics observe it would 
be a clever move on Germany's part, 
the more so because it happens that 
the high commands. of the German 
\rmy and Air Force have decided

Catholic Celebration 
Next. Week . 


The consecration of tHe Roman 
Catholic Cathedral of the Immaculate 
Conception will be performed op 
December 8." ‘according to a 
pastoral letter from the Vicar Aposto- 
lic of Hongkong, Bishop Valtorta, 
read In all Catholic churches of 
Hongkong yesterday, will be the 
Church’s way’ of celebrating the 
golden jubilee of. the Cathedral, 
which ‘was officially dlessed .on 
December 7, 1888, and inaugurated 
the following day. . “ 
The pastoral letter states, in part: 


“In the Ufe-of our Vicariate this 


"| Golden Jubilee is a milestone which 


should not pass unnoticed, With the 
very dcginnings of Colony 
Catholic missionarics camo- to Its 
shores. The first Cathedral was 
but in 1860 by the Prefect Aposto~ 
lic, Mgr. Ambrosi, and .was atuated 
in Pottinger Street on the ruins of 
an old church which: had been 
destroyed by fire. Owing, however, 
to’ the rapid increase {n population 
and the erection of living quarters 
which: seemed to choke the building, 
our Vencrated Predecessor, Mgr. T. 
Raimundl,: thought It necessary to 
erect a new ond more spacious edifi 
on the higher levels. In order to 
raise the funds necessary for this 
construction he undertook a painful 
Journey. through South America. Bs 
efforts: were crowned with success, 
ond the money he ralsed together 
with the contributions of local Catho- 
lics cnobled the bullding to be 
trected' and brought to complction 
while he was still on American soil. 
On Décember 0, 1888, Fr. Burg- 
gieroll innugurated the new Cathe- 
vral.

Puppet Government 


" Shanghai, Nov. 27. 


Doctor M. &. Batcs,, an American 
doctor at the Nanking University. in 
a letter in the Shanghai Evening 
Post, addressed to the “Jopancse and 
Chinese who care for the welfare of 
the people in the ‘Nanking nrea,” 
surveys the new narcotics trado in 
Nanking, which ho states totala a 
minimum of Ave million yen per 
month, ° m ‘ 


. He polnts out that the oplum trade 
had been silght during the past fiva 
years due to the cfforts of the 
National Government, and that heroin 
was practically unknown, But ‘to- 
day.opium and heroin are belng 
abundantly supplied by ‘the ~ public 
authorities or. those enjoying their 
{avour. and protection. ‘Tens .of 
thousands have become addicts, in- 
chiding . youths and girls, The 
Heensed dens in the public . system 
advertise that their prodicts increase 
tho: health and vigour while official 
newspapers Invite the eifizens to 
{hese places of doom,” he states. 


Dr. Bates adds that the Oplum 
Suppression Bureau regulations 
nuthorige the establishment of 50 
retalt stores and 150 smoking dens in 
addition to an unlimited number ot 
licences for private’ smokers. He 
says that although some recent police 
pressure had been aimed against the 
users of other narcotics, the Suppres~ 
sion Bureau's regulations 
cerned with bringing all private ond 
trade consumption into the revenue 
net. ‘The broad social view of the 
Bureau ts indicated by the arrange- 
ments for supplying hotels, brothels 
and Individuals with special licences 
covering marriages, funerals and 
social entertaining.” He said that 
the authorised daily sales totalled 
6,000 ounces but this allowance was 
insufficient and = had netually been 
exceeded. ° ;

- Although the Alght of Germany's 
outstanding plane,- the Condor, to 
Japan, is in the nature of a specta- 
culor enterprise, Insofar aa St is hoped 
to complete: the Journey of 9,300 
miles in 60 hours, It Js, at the same 
time, experimental in the sense that 
o test will be made over, o route 
which will ultimately become on all- 
round-the-world route, 

The route to the Far Enst fs well 
found and organised, although Its 
maximum potentialitics as to specd 
have not yet’ been given on thorough 
test by a commercial plane, This 
the Condor will provide. 

Plans are for departure to-morrow, 
Monday, arrival at Honol carly on 
Wednesday and a straight Might to 
Tokyo, passing near Hongkong on 
Wednesday morning. :

Declaring that the United States 
military preparations contemplate no 
vggression against any Power on 
curth, Mr. Woodring points out that 
the “protective mobiltsation plan of 
1917" visualises in the event of a 
major war, the Immediate cmploy- 
ment of an Initlal protective foree of 
approximately 400,000 regular army 
and national guatd troops, augmented 
by such recultment as the exigen- 
cles of the military situation permit. 


Mr. Woodring warns that in a 
‘defensive situation the United States 
could not depend upon allies holding 
the battle line while she made 
belated preparations.—Reuter. _ 


| CRASH IN AFRICA 


German Plane Takes Off 
Into Palm Tree 


Bathurst, W. Africa, Nov. 26. 
The 40-seater German Lufthansa 
plone Preussen, which arrived here 
this morning with 16 passengers on 
a trial fight from Germany, crashed 
on a palm tree: ot the acrodrome 
after taking off at 3.20 p.m.

LIZUTENANT’S HEROISM 

The full story of the Japanese 
occupation and subsequent evacua- 
tion of British Military Post Number 
Twelve, and the attempt to cross 
the Shum Chun River railway bridge, 
reveal the herolsm of a British 
milltary officer, 2nd Lieut.

AT THE COST of blistered feet after a six 
hours’ walk that took me over mountains and 
through deep valleys far into Chinese territory 
beyond the Hongkong frontier, I have secured

tour, the most comprehen- 
sive yet undertaken by a

This tour permits the 
“Telegraph” to publish to- 
day an exclusive interview 
with the Chinese officer 
commanding the remnants 
of the 151st Division of the 
Kwangtung Army. 

The officer, who ibmitted to 
being photographed with his 
meagre staff, disclosed that the 
640 men under his command 
were, with the exception of 
about 260 soldiers defending 
Shataukok, the only Chinese 
soldiers remaining to defend the: 
entire area between the present 
Japanese positions at Saikwan ond 
Pokuling and the JInpancse objectives 
—Shataukok and the Mirs 
coastline, 

The Chinese officer was Major 
Tsang Wu. Through defections, he 
has become the anly commissioned 
oMcer remaining with the Chinese 
remnants, 

The Chinese were encamped at 
Cheungkul village, in Chinese terrt- 
tory not far from the Lin ‘Ma Han 
Mines, when they were visited by 
the “Telegraph” reporter, 

REPORTER CHALLENGED 
BY BAYONETS ‘ 

When the reporter approached the 
-village the sol were Ined up in 
two ranks and were being harangued 
by a young Chinese woman. At 
the conclusion of their talk the men 
gave a spirited cheer. 

When the “Telegraph” reporter 
was about a hundred yards from the 
town, he was suddenly challenged 
by a Chinese sentry, who could not 
talk English.

Striking northwards from about a 
mile below Shataukok, I finally came 
upon No. 3 Military Camp, which 
overlooks Chinese territory at San- 
tsui village, ‘in| the Ngtsun Shan 
valley, 

It was at this point that an 
exchange of fire took place carly 
yesterday morning between the 

_ seven British soldiers guarding the 
post and sixty Chincse soldicrs, 
regulars of the 151st Division, who 
attempted to enter British terri- 
tory without surrending thelr arms. 


TELLS OF SKIRMISH 


“We noticed the Chinese soldiers 
approaching from Santsul village,” 
suid Lance Corporal Smith, 

“When they renched our barbed 
wire entanglements, which . divides, 
British. and Chinese soll, they were 
challenged, and informed that they 
would have to surrender their arms 
and submit to being interned. 

“The Chinese refused to surrender 
their arms. A shot was fired. 

"Others joined in the firing. I 
ordered our men to take cover and 
to hold thelr fire. . 

“When the firing from the Chinese 
did not cease, and they continued 
coming over the barbed-wire, I told 
our men to fire one volley over thelr 
heads, 

“This did not stop them, sO we 
let them have it in the legs. Our 
first volley brought down two men. 
mag rest hesltated, and then made 
off.” 

Subsequently, it was learned, the 
two men wounded in the exchdnge 
of firing with. the Britlsh outpost 
entered British territory at Shatou- 
kok, and have been sent to hospital. 

It ts believed that the remainder 
of the Chincse party wero somong 
the large number of Chinese troops 
who surrendered at Shataukok 
yesterday.

Of the 102 Jewish millionaires, 27 
own upwards of 2,500,000 marks 
worth of property, whilst the 
wealthiest Jew in Austria has a for- 
tune of: 26,000,000 marics. ’ 
‘*No ‘less: than 1,366 Jews have re- 
gistered ‘thelr property as being 
worth between 200,000 and 1,000,000 


marks. 

In all, 48,000 Jewish fomilics in 
Austria have been obliged to register 
their property, the average value of 
which is given as 49,000 ‘ murks. 
Ninety per cent of these families are 
damiciled en Vienna.—Trans-Gccan.

When King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth visit the United 
States this coming spring 
Americans need only be them- 
selves to make their royal guests 
fee] right at home. 

The differences that dis- 
tinguish the United States from 
Britain are fortunately only such 
as emphasise the similarity be- 
tween the two nations. Two 
peas in a ‘pod can show un- 
mistakable signg of separate 
identity without discrediting in 
the least the accuracy of the old 
phrase about their likeness, 

American school children learn 
their early lesson in speech from 
British as well as American 
masters of English.. “Flow 
Gently Sweet Afton,” “Sweet 
and Low’ and many another 
folk-loved British melody are as 
familiar to them as are Tiny 
Tim or Bob Cratchett—nor are 
they schooled in stressing 
nationalistic distinctions where 
this cultural heritage is concern- 
ed. 

The visit to North America 
will be the first undertaken by a 
reigning British: monarch. 
Memories of Edward VII, and 
of Edward Vill—both of whom, 
as Princes of Wales, found the 
United States a cordial cousin— 
are awakened by the announce- 
ment of King George's and 
Queen Elizabeth’s tour. Like. 
wise the recent visit of British 
Royalty to France is brought 
to mind. The implications of 
the American trip differ from 
those of the French in that they 


are less definitely political. Yet 
among all three countries, 
liberal-mindedness, representa- 
tive government and the recog- 
nition of the dignity of the in- 
dividual constitute ties that are 
symbolised both in the French 
visit and tho intended visit to 
America.

He PANAMA Canal must be 
made impregnable, declares 
the Secretary for War, Mr. 
Harry H. Woodring, in his

The report adds: “All locks and 
dams that are vital to the waterway 
must be made bomb-proof, and the 
possibility of sabotage by ships’ 
crews must be climinated. 

“We must greatly augment the alr 
forces and anti-nircraft artillery in 
this zone.” 

Declaring that the United’ States 
military preparations contemplate no 
aggression .against ‘any “Power” ‘on 
earth, Mr. Woodring points out that
